With Rifle—Appeared to Realize He Was Slowly

Realizing that he was gradually be- 
coming insane and being without 
friends or relatives, Jacob Hopp, a 
homesteader living west of Wetaski- 
win, committed suiciae lest week by 
shooting himself through the head 
with a .22 calibre rifle. 

The first word of the occurrence 
was received in Wetaskiwin by two 
brothers named Sinclair, who had been 
in the vicinity of the man’s shack 
when they heard the shot. Constable 
Ward of the Edmonton detachment of 
the R. N. W .M. P. was detailed on the 
case. Arriving at Wetaskiwin on 
March 21, the officer took a team and 
started for the man's shack. It was 
Monday before the constable arrived 
here, when he found Hopp in an un- 
conscious condition. Constable Ward 
could do very little for the unfortun- 
ate man as he was already beyond 
medical aid, and a few hours later ex- 
pired, 

According to the information that

Would Be Protected 
| From Low Level Bridge 
to River Street, 


The necessity of the city taking some 
immediate action in the matter of con- 
structing a retaining wall on the north 
side of the Saskatchewan river from 
| River street to 100 feet east of the low 
jlevel bridge was urged on the commis- 
isloners this morning. A blue print 
proposed retaining wall 
|consisting of three rows of piling with 
proper filling was laid on the table and 
a deputation consisting of Messrs. F, 
j Haldane, D, R, Fraser and D. Me- 
|Naughton explained the present con- 
| dition of the river front to the com- 
missioners who appointed Commission- 
le ‘rs Saunders and Chalmers to take up 
lthe matter with the city engineer and 
jreport to council 
| Approved by Government. : 

It was pointed out by the delegation 
|that if the city will take up the project 
now that plans for the work have been 
approved the government will assist 
in the undertaking. However if the city 
is not ready to go ahead the gentlemen 
i present stated that they would be will- 
jing to go on with the work providing 
the city will give the necessary land . 

Commissioner Harrison at this point 
remarked that this is the first time that 
the proposition has ever been put up 
in this form, that Is a definite offer on 
the part of some individuals to actually 
go ahead and build the wall If granted 
permission, 

It was also pointed out that the goyv- 
ernment will probably vote $100,000 
toward the cost which has ben esti- 
mated roughly at $125,000, This pro- 
jeet has been before the city and the 
| sovernment for many years and is no 
learthver advanced apparently, Thirteen 
lyears ago the government voted $10,000 
ito start the undertaking and promised 
to put $10,000 yearly in financing and 
completing the undertaking. but a por 
tion of the first $10,000 was spent in 
building a wharf east of the low level 
bridge and ‘since that time nothing 
further has been done. 

Danger is Imminent. 

In dealing with the urgent need for 
this retaining wall jt was shown this 
morning that stnce 1893 there has been 
a movement in the bank of about 800 
and if this is not checked soon property 
on which buildings have been erected 
along the brow of the hill will be in 
serious danger, 

The blue prints showing the propos- 
ed retaining wall were turned over to 
the commissioners this morning and 
will be carefully considered from an 
engineering standpoint and 1 report 
submitted to council when tt will be 
determined what action, if any, will be 
taken this year toward getting this 
proposition under way way,

A. W.. Foley, provincial poultry 
superintendent, Is of the opinion thant 
the marked increase in the raising of 
poultry products which has been ap- 
parent in Alberta during the last few 
months is in a great measure due to 
the educational work carried on by the 
department of agriculture of the 
Alberta government, 

However, he thinks that it will be a 
long time before a regular export trade 
in poultry and eggs can be worked up 
In the province. During the year end- 
ing March 381, for instance, 1,954,110 
dozens of eggs were imported from the 
United States alone. While the num- 
ber going into poultry and egg raising 
seems to be on the increase, he says, 
the consuming population within the 
i province is also fast growing, and the 
only remedy Is a general back to the 
land movement,
